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The Contrast Between Worship and Service

For they themselves shew of us what 
manner of entering in we had unto you, 
and how ye turned to God from idols to 
serve the living and true God,” 1 Thess. 
1:9. 


We find the word “worship” means 
the “act of paying divine honor to God, 
a feeling of respect or reverence for pow- 
er or position, so we believe this can be 
done in a measure or to a certain extent 
without much effort. There are not very 
many today who do not believe that Je- 
sus is the Son of God and that He died 
and rose again and today is sitting on the 
right hand of God. But this can be done 
without any service. We find in Matt. 4: 
10 where Jesus told the devil that “it is 
written, Thou shalt worship the Lord 
thy God and him only shalt thou serve.” 
The devil worshipped Jesus to the extent 
he confessed Him to be the Son of God. 
Matt. 8:28, 29, “And when he was come 
to the other side into the country of 
Gergesenes, there met him two possessed 
with devils, coming out of the tombs, 
exceeding fierce, so that no man might 
pass by that way. And, behold, they 
cried out, saying, What have we to do 
with thee, Jesus, thou Son of God? art 
thou come hither to torment us _befdtre 
the time?” The devil confessed Jesus to 
be the Son of God and confessed His 
power and acknowledged His position. 

We find in Matt. 15:7-9 where Jesus 
said, ‘Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias 
prophesy of you, saying, This people 
draweth nigh unto me with their mouth, 
and honoreth me with their lips; but 
their heart is far from me. But in vain 
they do worship me, teaching for doc- 
trines the commandments of men.” So 
we believe there is a certain degree of 
worship that can be given to God but 
will be vain. We believe there are many 
today that worship God and at the same 
time render no service but we feel like 
it will take both worship and service. We 
believe if we worship God in spirit and 
truth we will render a life of service. Je- 
sus has called all who follow Him into a 
life of service. Jesus said, “If any man 
serve me, let him follow me,” John 12: 
26, so we know the earthly life of Jesus 
was a life of service. 

We find that the word “service” means 
“to work for, perform duties for, to be 
a servant of, to be employed in labor 
for.” Then we can see that service means 
a life of service. It is very easy to go to 
church, especially on Sunday night, get 
in the choir and sing, play the piano or 
some stringed instrument, then call that 
service; but sinners do that and are not 
looking for a reward unless they repent. 
We are not condemning this kind of 


service but this alone is not enough. It 
is very easy for some folks to come to 
church and try to get on the same seat 
every time, as if they had it rented. Come 
in empty-handed, with a chaffy conver- 
sation and if the preacher doesn’t preach 
just to suit them they have something to 
say about it, won’t come back for a while. 
And when they come back they give 
their excuse for their absence and say, 
“Well, my spirit was there.” It is all 
right, when it is impossible for us to go 
to church, to pray for the church, the 
pastor, and the service, but I have never 
seen a spirit give in an offering, I have 
never seen a spirit pay a penny tithes or 
bring the pastor something good to eat, 
so service of this kind is vain. 


Turn with me to Heb. 12:28. ““Where- 
fore we receiving a kingdom which can- 
not be moved, let us have grace, where- 
by we may serve God acceptably with 
reverence and godly fear,” so we must 
render a life of service that will be ac- 
ceptable with God. We find our example 
in 1 Peter 2:21. “For even hereunto 
were ye called: because Christ also suf- 
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fered for us, leaving us an example, that 
ye should follow his steps.” Oh, what a 
life of service! His life of service blessed 
this darkened world. He proved His Son- 
ship by His works or a faithful life of 
service. . 

Go with me to John 10:36-38, “Say 
ye of him, whom the Father hath sanc- 
tified, and sent into the world, Thou 
blasphemest; because I said, I am the Son 
of God. If I do not the works of my 
Father, believe me not. But if I do, 
though ye believe not me, believe the 
works: that ye may know and believe 
that the Father is in me, and I in him.” 
Jesus proved Himself through obedience. 
John 4:34, “Jesus saith unto them, My 
meat is to do the will of him that sent 
me, and to finish his work.” The life of 
Jesus here on earth was not a vacation 
but it was a life of service. We find in 
Gal. 6:4, “But let every man prove his 
own works, and then shall he have re- 
joicing in himself alone, and not in an- 
other.” In other words, our work or our 
life of service will prove who we are. 
Turn with us to Matt. 7:20. “Wherefore 
by their fruits ye shall know them.” So 
we are known by our works or our life 
of service. If we render a life of service to 
Christ we will render service to His

The General Assembly 

The Assembly will convene this year 
from October 10-15, in the Municipal 
Auditorium, Atlanta, Georgia. Atlanta 
is a large city and a railroad center and 
commercial town. It is also a religious 
town, at least, as much so as you will 
find most any place. The people there 
are homelike and friendly. The Editor 
and Publisher was reared in this city. 
There is a large number of holiness folks 
in Atlanta, including several hundred 
Church of God members. The auditorium 
is air-conditioned and perfectly ampli- 
fie¢, We don’t think you will have any 
trouble in hearing what is said. Every- 
body make preparations to attend and 
make this one of the grandest Assemblies 
that have convened. 


The Seventh Seal Broken 


‘And when he had opened the seventh 
seal, there was silence in heaven about 
the space of half an hour,” Rev. 8:1. 

After the 144,000 were sealed, we have 
the continuation of the breaking of the 
seals. The saints in glory were shouting 
and praising God, playing harps and sing- 
ing songs. All the raptured saints were 
glorifying God. Then, too, some of the 
tribulation saints were there and they 
were giving vent to their praises for be- 
ing redeemed from the cursed earth. Then 
they had a short time of profound silence. 
When Jesus prepared to break the seventh 
seal, the raptured saints in glory could 
see what was going to happen. They left 
off their praises and even the angels must 
have folded their wings as the announce- 
ment was made. 

“And I saw the seven angels which 
stood before God; and to them were given 
seven trumpets. And another angel came 
and stood at the altar, having a golden 
censer; and there was given unto him 
much incense, that he should offer it 
with the prayers of all saints upon the 


golden altar which was before the throne. 
And the smoke of the incense, which 
came with the prayers of the saints, as- 
cended up before God out of the angel’s 
hand. And the angel took the censer, and 
filled it with fire of the altar, and cast 
it into the earth: and there were voices, 
and thunderings, and lightnings, and an 
earthquake. And the seven angels which 
had the seven trumpets prepared them- 
selves to sound,” vv. 2-6. 


After Jesus had broken the seventh 
seal, the seven angels prepared to sound 
their trumpets, and another angel having 
a golden censer prepared to offer the 
prayers of the saints. This shows that God 
has preserved the earnest, sincere prayers 
of His saints, the prayers of those who 
are hid away with Christ and have no 
connection with evil. With much incense 
the angel poured the prayers of the saints 
upon the golden altar. This brings the 
more severe judgments. It isn’t any won- 
der that there will be silence in heaven. 
The angel took the censer, filled it with 
fire off the altar, and cast it into the 
earth. This caused a great commotion 
in the earth and brought voices and thun- 
derings and lightnings and earthquakes. 
The seven angels waited until this angel 
was through with his performance, the 
first angel sounded his trumpet. 


“The first angel sounded, and there 
followed hail and fire mingled with 
blood, and they were cast upon the earth: 
and the third part of trees was burnt up, 
and all green grass was burnt up,” v. 7. 


When this trumpet sounded, it began 
to rain blood mixed with hail and fire. 
Doubtless the water resembled blood. We 
have read in the newspapers of late years 
where it rained blood but this is just a 
foretaste of what will happen to this en- 
tire world during the last half of the 
tribulation week. This will bring great 
excitement. This blood will affect the 
drinking water and make the people sick. 
The hail will beat down vegetation and 
destroy food and houses, and kill many 
people. The fire will be as the scorching 
sun and all this mingled with blood will 
destroy much people. The plagues in 
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Egypt were a figure of this great time of 
trouble. This will happen to the people 
that denounce God and would not receive 
His messages, and God is adding His 
plagues. 

“And the second angel sounded, and 
as it were a great mountain burning with 
fire was cast into the sea: and the third 
part of the sea became blood; and the 
third part of the creatures which were 
in the sea, and had life, died; and the 
third part of the ships were destroyed,” 
vv. 8, 9. 

The sounding of the second trumpet 
seems to affect the sea. This great moun- 
tain burning with fire causes great com- 
motion. Think of one-third of the sea 
becoming blood and the death of one- 
third of the fishes and all that has life 
in the sea. One-third of all the ships will 
sink to the bottom of the sea forever. 
All this because the people would not 
have God. This certainly will be an awful 
thing. Many people will realize that they 
have failed to seek God and followed the 


man of sin to their own destruction. 


“And the third angel sounded, and 
there fell a great star from heaven, burn- 
ing as it were a lamp, and it fell upon 
the third part of the rivers, and upon 
the fountains of waters: and the name of 
the star is called Wormwood: and the 
third part of the waters became worm- 
wvod; and many men died of the waters, 
because they were made bitter,” vv. 10, 
hs 

This great star falls, burning as a lamp 
from heaven. This word “star” in Greek 
is “aster,” meaning a real star. This star 
is strewn over the sky and is doubtless 
what we know as a meteor. It is called 
Wormwood, meaning in Greek “bitter- 
ness.” Some cannot conceive of how this 
one star could affect all the fountains 
and all the water that is fit to drink. 
Doubtless the fumes from this bitter star 
will affect the atmosphere. It will burst 
and send out dust which settles in the 
fountains and man and beast will be af- 
fected by this bitter water. If one hand- 
ful of dust thrown into the air by Moses 
affected all the water of Egypt, then we 
may not think it strange that one-third 
of all the drinking water in the world 
will be affected by this bitter star. 


“And the fourth angel sounded, and 
the third part of the sun was smitten, and 
the third part of the moon, and the third 
part of the stars; so as the third part of 
them was darkened, and the day shone 
not for a third part of it, and the night 
likewise. And I beheld, and heard an an- 
gel flying through the midst of heaven, 
saying with a loud voice, Woe, woe, woe, 
to the inhabiters of the earth by reason 
of the other voices of the trumpt of the 
three angels, which are yet to sound!” 
¥¥. 32, 33.

Meetings for Prayer | 

1. Nothing is more calculated to beget 
a spirit of prayer than to unite in social 
prayer with one who has the spirit him- 
self; unless this one should be so far 
ahead that his prayer will repel the rest. 
His prayer will awaken them, if they are 
not so far behind as to revolt at it and 
resist it. If they are anywhere near the 
standard of his feelings, his spirit will 
kindle, and burn, and spread all around. 
One individual who obtains the spirit of 
prayer will often arouse a whole church 
and extend the same spirit through the 
whole, so that a general revival follows. 

2. Give up the meeting to the Spirit of 
God. Those who desire to pray, let them 
pray. If the leader sees anything that 
needs to be set right, let him remark, 
freely and kindly, and put it right, then 
go on again. Only he should be careful as 
to his remarks, so as not to interrupt the 
flow of feeling or to chill the meeting, or 
to turn the thoughts of the people from 
the proper subject. 

3. Commonly, those who pray long in 
a meeting do so, not because they have 
the spirit of prayer, but because they 
have not. Some men will spin out a long 
prayer in telling God who and what He 
is, or they pray out a whole system of 
divinity. Some preach; others exhort the 
people—till everybody wishes they would 
stop, and God wishes so, too, most un- 
doubtedly. They should keep to the 
point, and pray for what they come to 
pray for, and not follow the imagination 
of their own hearts all over the universe. 
THINGS WHICH MAY DEFEAT THE 

PRAYER MEETING 

4. When there is an unhappy want of 
confidence in the leader, there is no hope 
of any good. Whatever may be the cause, 
whether he is to blame or not, the very 
fact that he leads the meeting will cast a 
damp over it and prevent all good... 
If there is a want of confidence in re- 
gard to his piety, or in his ability, or in 
his judgment, or in anything connected 
with the meeting, everything he says or 
does will fall to the ground. The same 
thing often takes place where the church 
has lost confidence in the minister. 

5. Persons coming late to the meeting. 
This is a very great hindrance. When 
people have begun to pray, and their at- 
tention is fixed, and they have shut their 
eyes and closed their ears, to keep out 
everything from their minds, in the 
midst of a prayer somebody will come 
bolting in and walk through the room. 
Some will look up, and all have their 
minds interrupted for the moment. Then 
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they all get fixed again, and another 
comes in, and so on. I suppose the devil 
would not care how many Christians 
went to prayer meeting if they would on- 
ly go after the meeting had begun. He 
would be glad to have ever so many go 
“scattering along” in such a way, dodg- 
ing in very piously and distractingly. 

6. A great deal of singing often injures 
a prayer meeting. The agonizing spirit 
of prayer does not lead people to sing. 
There is a time for everything; a time to 
sing, and a time’to pray. But if I know 
what it is to travail in birth for souls, 
Christians never feel less like singing than 
when they have the spirit of prayer for 
sinners. 

7. Prayer meetings are often too long. 
They should always be dismissed while 
Christians have feeling, and not be spun 
out until all feeling is exhausted, and the 
spirit of prayer is gone. 

Every minister ought to know that if 
the prayer meetings are neglected all his 
labors are in vain. Unless he can get 
Christians to attend the prayer meetings, 
all else that he can do will not improve 
the state of religion. 

8. Prayer meetings are the most diffi- 
cult meetings to sustain—as, indeed, they 
ought to be. They are so spiritual that 
unless the leader be peculiarly prepared 
both in heart and mind, they will 
dwindle. It is in vain for the leader to 
complain that members of the church do 
not attend. In nine cases out of ten it is 
the leader’s fault that they do not attend. 
If he felt as he ought they would find the 
meeting so interesting that they would 
attend as a matter of course. Church of- 
ficers often complain and scold because 
people do not come to the prayer meet- 
ing, when the truth is, they themselves 
are so cold that they freeze to death ev- 
erybody who does come. 

9. The great object of all the means 
of grace is to aim directly at the conver- 
sion of sinners. You should pray that 
they may be converted there. Do not 
pray that they may be merely awakened 
and convicted, but that they may be 
converted on the spot.—From Finney. 


Our Part 

While passing through my home city, 
Chicago, en route to New York, I heard 
a story that gripped my heart. A few 
years ago in that great city a missionary 
convention was being held in one of the 
largest churches—the “White Temple.” 
It was during the time when depression 
was sweeping over America and numbers 
of missionaries had been called home. A 
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bishop was making a plea for dark India, 
telling in a vivid way of the great need 
of the three hundred million in that land 
bound by caste and superstition. At the 
close of his appeal the great audience rose 
to sing: 

“Faith of our fathers, living still, 

In spite of dungeon, fire and sword. 

Our fathers chained in prisons dark, 

Were still in heart and conscience free. 

How sweet would be their children’s 

fate 

If they like them could die for thee!” 

In the congregation sat the great In- 
dian evangelist, Sadhu Sundar Singh. He 
sprang to his feet shouting, “Stop singing 
that! Stop singing that! It is spiritual 
perjury! Not one of you would die for 
Him. Nothing but a white corpse will 
ever convince our people of India that 
you mean what you are singing.” 

In the audience was a young mission- 
ary, James Blackman. He took up the 
challenge and rising said, “Let me go 
back again to India.” He laid his body at 
Jesus’ feet, a living sacrifice, and re- 
turned to India, not for long was he in 
that most trying climate until cholera 
broke out among the natives and hun- 
dreds were hurried to isolation hospitals— 
hundreds who had never been given one 
opportunity to hear the Calvary story. 
News came to the mission station daily, 
telling of the many deaths, and someone 
said to James Blackman, “I wish to go 
to the isolation hospital but I must have 
feet to walk with, a mouth to speak 
through.” James Blackman said to his 
Master, “I will give you mine.” He went 
and ministered to the sick and the dying, 
telling them of a Savior’s love and of the 
city yonder where thousands of redeemed 
ones, washed in the precious blood, would 
enter. He saw many “look and live,” and 
then one day he fell ill with the dreaded 


disease and was placed by Indian nurses 


in a ward with his brown brethren. In his 


delirium he called out, “Did I reach the 
last one? Did I reach the last one?” 
Sadhu Sundar Singh hurried to the hos- 
pital and was shown into the ward where 
between two of his brown brethren lay 
the “white corpse” of James Blackman. 
Said the Sadhu, “Now I see Calvary,” 
and with a heart pierced by the sorrows 
of his own countrymen he went out to 
lift high the royal banner of the cress 
and to lay down his own life a living sac- 
rifice—with James Blackman “filling up 


_ that which is behind of the sufferings of 


Christ.” 

We may not all be white corpses, but 
our lives must be truly laid down if we 
are to be partakers of His sufferings. Can 
we sing 

“O God to us may grace be given 
To follow in their train”? 

If we are to reach “every creature” it 

will mean just that. Let your answer be

America—Here we are with our pre- 
cious Indians after a furlough of seven 
months in the States. We are indeed 
grateful to all the Mission Board who 
made it possible for us to attend the Gen- 
eral Assembly; it was truly a feast of 
good things in the Lord. Then the rest 
that Brother Furman needed so much; we 
did appreciate that quiet time, for the 
Lord gave him a divine touch in his body. 

It was a blessed privilege for us to be 
permitted to attend the Bible School 
commencement. It thrilled me to see that 
platform filled with precious young men 
and women, some prepared, others pre- 
paring to go out into the service of the 
Lord.

We went through 
the customs there. The officials were 
very kind. It was very hot and we de- 
sired very much to get home that same 
night to surprise our folks the next 
morning, but we were hindered for we 
had to stop at Malacatan where husband 
had to register. We left there at 6:00 
p. m. en route to San Marcos. We lost our 
way twice but the Lord took care of us 
as we climbed one of the highest moun- 
tain roads in this country. We arrived at 
San Marcos so weary in body that we 
tumbled into bed without supper. 

The next day the sun was shining 
brightly. We started with joyful hearts 
toward home, passing through Quezalten- 
ango on to Totonicapan. We thought we 
would surprise the Indian believers but 
when we arrived here they were ready 
to receive us. An official had seen us 
and sent the word to his wife. From her 
the rest were notified so we received a 
royal welcome. At the service the young 
people had charge. They sang songs, re- 
cited poems, and two young brothers 
gave the welcome addresses, then both 
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Brother Furman and I responded. 

The next day the Cheerful Workers 
Society surprised us with a chicken din- 
ner. We enjoyed it very much, grateful 
for the love manifested by our dear In- 
dian sisters. 

We had to take the car to the customs 
at Guatemala City and returned home 
just in time for our Easter services, three 
services a day for the week before Easter 
Sunday. Early Easter Sunday we had an 
early morning service at Chuisuc, a town, 
or Cristobal. We had a blessed time in the 
Lord. At the close of that service five 
knelt at the altar and prayed through to 
salvation. We then went to the river, 
in a woods near San Cristobal, where 
fifty-one from the different stations fol- 
lowed the Lord in water baptism. We had 
the night service at San Cristobal, while 
Don Jose returned to conduct the one at 
Totonicapan. Several accepted the Lord 
at Totonicapan at the night service.—
